The European Position. .a*** 

£ Scarco had tlio Prusso-ltaliau war 

noto rovorboratod through tho world 

and sot mankind pondering ovor tho 

roal naturb of tho Europoan struggle — 

tho position of tho threo bolligoront 

Powors, and tho probablo results of 

tho contest, when news arrives of tho 
... ... . 

prospect of immediate peace, owing to 

tho ovorthrow of tho Austrian army 
in thoir second and third ougagomonts 
with the Prussians, and tho proposed 
cession of Venotia— tho bono of con- 
torition with Italy— to thoPrench Em- 
peror. Tho announcement of wars 
and rumors of wars in those ovontful 
timos loses much of its startling 
eharactor and falls on our oars liko 
an ovory day occurronco. Where wo 
havo no direct interosb to bo Bub- 
eorvod, our syrapathotic toolings for 
suffering humanity aro too apt to givo 
placo to sordid selfish noss or indif- 
foronco Wo skim hastily ovor tho 
nows at our raatitudinal moal, raise 
our cyo-brows with Peokshifflan hor- 
ror at the bare annoucoment of human 
bloodshed, and discuss our muffins 
and toaot with unruffiod oomplaconey 
tho next moment'; believing of courso 
that wars and rebellions aro fearful 
things, but caring little if all tho na- 
tions of tho world becomo involvod in 
carnago, so long as wo or ours aro not 
sufferers thereby. Liko tho material* 
istic Yankoo, who terminated an apos 
tropho to a beatiful running brook by 
" calculating how many horso power 
it contained," tho selfish.roador is prone 
ond his voverio by revolving in his own 
mind what amount of bonofit — what 
"mill power" ho or his countrymon can 
obtain from his neighbors' misfor- 
tunes; while tho indifforont reader 
exclaims, " lot them fight, it won't 
hurt mo!" and thoreupon banishes 
furthor thought from his mind. Thoro 
nevor was, perhaps, a rupture botwoon 
any of tho civilizod powors concerning 
which such diversity of opinions were 
entertained, and of the probable re- 
sults of which, so groat a variety of 
prognostications havo boon made. Tho 
genorality of mankind, including 
Germans thomsolves, cover behoved 
at all in tho probability of a conflict 
between tho two chief Federal Powors, 
notwithstanding thoir meuaces. Both 
had too much to risk on a doubtful 
result, and although confidonco was 
felt in tho strength of Prussia, still 
Austria, aided by Hanovor and tho 
Southern States of tho Confederation, 
was regarded as too formidable an 
opponent to hazard tho national honor 
on tho cast of a dio. Had it not been 
for tho bellicose attitude of Victor 
Emmanuel aod his great longing 
to cross swords with Praucis Josoph 
on tho Vonotian question, it is moro 
than likoly that tho poaco of Europe 
would not havo been broken. With 
tho Italian alliance, Prussia's hopes 
wero sufficiently strengthened to 
chance tho issue, yot littlo wore wo 
prepared to learn tho result that a few 
days have sorved to bring about. In a 
short and vigorous campaign in Eoho- 
mia tho Prussians, accordingto our tele- 
grams, have worsted the Austrians in a 
Bories of haitles — first, at Glatz on tho 
confines, then at Gitschin, and subso- 
quently at a placo called Sudoa, bo- 
tween Hortewitz and Monogagratz, 
whithor tho Austrians had retreated 
and taken up a Strong position. After 
an obstinate resistance, tho Prussians, 
who woro commanded, it is said, by 
tho lung in person, stormed tho posi- 
tion, and tho Austrians undor tbo com- 
mand of Penodek flod precipitately to 
KceiiggratZ, another stronghold, not, 
however, without losing many in 
killed and wounded, besidos prisoners 
and cannon, and much of their mate- 
riel. Tho PfU38iaa loss is not given, 
hut is said to bo heavy, whilo they 
claim to havo considerably moro than 
made up for their losses by tho num- 
ber of the onemy killed in tho provious 
engagements, and tlio prisoners taken, 
tho latter boing put down (errone- 
ously, wo should say,) at 100,000. On 
tho 4th Go n oral Goblontz arrived at 
tho Prussian Headquarters with a flag 
of truco. Moving on tho hoels of tho 
Austrian losses in Bohemia, wo havo 
word of another victorious oncounter 
in tho South ovor tho Italians, under the 
notod patriot and soldior, Garibaldi, 
Who was slightly woundod, and that 
Austria having vindicated hor honor 
in Italy, c.oncurrod in Napoleon's 
views, and was ready to cede Vonetia 
to Franco, and to accept tho I'jiuporor's 
mediation for tho conclusion of peace. 
The Monitcur, tho French official or- 
gan, goes on to s:iy " that tho Empo- 
ror hud immediately com muni bated 
with the Kings of Prussia nnd Italy 
in order to obtain an urmistioo," and 
peace was regarded as virtually concluded. 
Win lu Austria, us a last rosouico, is 
willing to surrondor Vonetia to Louis 
Napoleon in the samo way sho did 
Lombardy in '60, it is evident that sho 
is merely dosirous of ridding herself 
of an incubus, Moro careful of hor 
honor in tho South than she appears 



to havo boon in tho North, sho has now 
a national reputation to rotiiove, which 
waa out of the question whilo sho had 
to combat a foo on oithor sido, and with 
Vonetia off hor hands por position in 
Bohemia would soon aBsnme a different 
aspect..

In tho meantime, Austria is undoubt- 
edly in a critical condition, with tho 
oastern division of hor wasted and do> 
foated army boleaguerod by Prussia^ 
ano hor westorn army ontiroly shut off 



The last Radical " Victory." 

Our ovoning cotompornry has placed 
himself in tho position of a man 
who, having swallowod a doso of 
deadly poison, is advisod by his physi- 
cian to follow it up with another doso 
as an antidote. Having boon terribly 
mondaoious in his Btatoments on Fri- 
day, our cotomporary attompts to re- 
cover from tho effects by again falsify- 
ing tho record on Wednesday. Tho 
effort of our neighbour to appear 
jolly undor adverse cirenmstancos, and 
to claim a victory where ho has suf- 
fered a crushing dofoat, is ludicrous in 
tho extreme, inasmuch as it appears 
that tho amended copy of tho Eoply 
presontod to tho House yesterday, was 
in tho handivriting of the Hon. Speaker, 
whilo tho first copy presented was the 
joint production and was in tho hand- 
writing of sovoral of tho hon. mem- 
bers. Our cotomporary, in tho courso 
of his jubilant articlo, assumes that 
we do not know tho history of tho 
Reply.

most to tho shapo in which it had bce n 
originally drafted by tho Speaker. 
Subsequently, tho document was road 
betore tho Committoo and found to bo 
still dofectivo, when it was referred 
back to the Radicals, by whom it was 
handed ovor to Dr Helmckon, who 
yesterday roported it comploto to tho 
Committee. If this bo a triumph for 
tho Radicals it is what Paddy would 
cull a" quaro" ono. Our cotomporary 
is welcomotoall such victoriot : . His 
articlo of last evening rominds us or 
a Federal dospatoh aftor tho Bull Ran 
rout, which read — "Aftor gaining a 
glorious victory ovor tho Rebels, our

LATER. 

Mr Nolson, of Dietz & Nelson's Express 
Company, arrived hero last evening from 
French Croek, wliieh.placo he loft on this 
day week, tho 9th inst. Ho Btaled thai 
matters were improviug on the creek, and 
most of tho companies had resumed work. 
The Jenns Company wore reported to have 
washed up on the 7th Inst. 25 ounces of gold 
from shallow diggings. Tho company next 
abovo Copt.

tho favorite claims of 1803 4, It is Irue 
there ore not so many men at work as ihero 
was then, but there aro certainly more who 
aro realizing a steady remuneration for their 
labor I ban during any former year. So far as 
wo aro nwnre, there is not u man on the 
crcok who is making loss than wagos, which 
is undoubtedly a more satisfactory stato of 
things than the enrichment of the few nnd 
tho ruin ol tho many, ns has been tho rule 
heretofore throughout Iho whole ol Ihe (Juri- 
boo country. Too groat drawback to Iho 
working of ibis crook is tho want of water 
as tho season advances; this want haB been 
to somo extent provided oguinst tho prosont 
■SB800 by the introduction of Iho waters of 
ol Stoney gulch, by means of a dilch built 
last fall by tho Vaughn-Swcony company. 
Notwithstanding this additional supply, 
Ic.ra aro onlerlained that it will soon be- 
como scarce. There is nl present only about 
180 inches of water running in tho crock. 
There aro 50 white men nud 21 Chinamen 
carrying on mining operations on this creek.

Terrible Jhead Poisoning Case in 
Orange County, N. Y 

About two months ago tho people of Mid- 
dletou, in that part of Walkill Valley in tho 
eastern part of Orange county. New York, 
wero attacked with a virulent disease which 
baffled tho skill of the physicians, and ap- 
peared to exhibit tho most positivo symptonn 
of lead poisoning, yot tho sufferers denied 
that they had oaton anything contaminated 
with lead. In many cases the patients died, 
and a great number havo their constitutions 
uined lor lifo, and will waste away na vic- 
tims of this malady. 

The physicians were very much puzzled 
to determine tha oause of the disease Tho 
only Bymptom which was regarded as con- 
clusive that lead was tho primal cause, was 
tho bluo lino at the margin of the tooth, 
which was preaeut in almost overy case, 
After patienl Bludy and investigaliou they 
became convinced that the malady was caus- 
ed by lead in the system, and they immedi- 
ately directed their efforts to atcerlain how it 
was conveyed tlioro. 

Alter considerable research it was found 
that the lead was convcyod into tho stomachs 
of the sufferers by bread and meal, and as a 
greater part of those staples wore manufac- 
tured at tho mill of a Mr Marsh, at Pnilip?- 
burg, an investigation was al onco irado in 
that direction, and the following facts were 
elicited, greatly to tho surprise of every ono, 
the miller himself included : 

It appears that Mr Marsh had gained nn 
onviable notorioty for the superior quality of 
his flour, and that tho farmers lor many 
miles around wero in tho habit ol bringing 
their wheat and corn to his mill to bo mado 
inlo flour and meal. Aside from this he 
exported largely, bo that his mill, which has 
four run of Btnno was kept constantly going 
—by night as well an by day. Ono sot ol 
tbeso stones was sol apart for his 'custom' 
work. Tnis waH on old aot. constantly 
naeding ropnirs, and large cavities froquont- 
ly manifested themselves, which, instead of 
.being filled up wilh Ihe cement gonornlly used 
for that purpose, wore filled with ojrnuion 
lead. Some of these holos wero as largo as a 
hen's egg, ono, we aro informed, being as 
largo ns the palm of a man's hani. If, when 
filled, tho load projected above ihe surface of 
tho stone, it was hammered down level. 
They wore then adjusted, iho grain was run iu, 
and tho motion began and was gradually 
increased until a very high rato of speed was 
attained. 01 courso tho attraction caused 
by this velocity detached particles of load 
from tho Btono and mingled ihem almost 
imperceptibly with tho flour. Each mo- 
ment Increased tho amount, so that to every 
pound of Hour there was enough lead impart- 
ed to malm small buckshot. With iho enor- 
mous business of Mr Marsh, iho reader can 
imagine how muoh load was being distribut- 
ed throughout the surrounding country, it 
bo absorbed into tho systems of those who 
partook of tho flour. 

Tho lead in ihis form was comparatively 
harmless, but when fermented and subjected 
to tho baking process it was immediately 
transformed into oarbonnto ot load— tho 
deadliest ot nil load poisons. Brand of this 
kind was bill littlo bettor than bread spread 
with white load as a substitute for butler.
